8* NIS Maintenance Program 


Committee discussed tho requirements for revision of NIS under 
tha »Saintcnance Program, and agreed that the criteria sot forth in the 
proceedings of NIS Committee Meeting No, 159 represented the fundamental 
criteria. The C h ai rma n emphasized that all proposals for revisions of 
sections be carefully examined to ensure strict compliance with these 
requirements. Nearly 20$ of the 1955 Tentative Production Schedule is devoted 
to maintenance, which appears to be an unduly high figure in view of tha 
largo number of sections still to he produced on high priority areas, Tha 
members were requested to examine the 1955 Tentative Production Schedule 
^5°^®, ^ noxt regular meeting with the view to developing a more realistic 
schedule. This consideration also affects the production of Chapters I. 
which must go forward at an accolerated rate.

The Navy member submitted a list of "Restricted" JANIS which were 
being used as working copies in ONI, and requested the Coenlttee give 

to < *® te « I dn3 l ng their nerw classification. The Chairman reviewed 
th© JANIS classification situation, pointing out that the Joint Intelligence 
C&mnitteehad held that He JANIS could not be declassified and m ad e available 
to non^ovemnut activities fear security reasons. (JIC lijfith meeting held 
on 13 August 19uo). The CIA has consistently supported this in its 

refusal to make JANIS available to private institutions. Furthermore, the 
recent action taken by the NIS Committee in classifying all NIS at least 
Confidential" would Justify- comparable treatment for JANIS; 


The Committee decided that JANIS should be held as classified 
documents with a minimum classification of "Confidential" until such tlm 
as individual classification might be undertaken by the Agencies which pro- 
duced them. It is anticipated that all, except a master file copy, of JANIS 
can be destroyed upon completion of the NIS on related areas. Present bulk 
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storage of most OMIS copies renders Infeasible any phase destruction of 
JAN IS as they are superseded by NI8„
